THE EDMONTON CREAMERY. 

In a country so peculiarly adapied 
to mixed farming as Alberta, there is 
probably no industry so deserving o 
special notice as that of converting the 
milk from the cow into a marketable 
product by the most improved ajnd 
economical process. 

The Edmonton creamery now oper- 
ated by the department of agriculture 


is situated on the south bank of the 
Saskatchewan a few, yards above the 
bridge. The main building 50x26 feet, 
contains the plant consisting of two 
Curtis cream vats, for cooling the 
cream, each with a capacity of 500 
gallons; one Curtis churn, capacity of 
400 gallons cream; one Mason revolv- 
ice butter worker; testing and pack- 
ing appliances. The power is supplied 
from an adjoining buildmg of brick 
18x18 feet.. in which is mstalled a 10 
horse power exgine and boiler, The 
two refrigerator rooms for storing the 
butter have an area of 26x20 feet. 

A “Bulletin” representative happen- 
to lock in as the butter was being pre- 
pared for the churn, 


The two hundred gallons of cream al- 
ready in the chyrn was converied inio 
butier in 15 minutes. li was learned 
from the butter maker that when the 
churn was fuli, though about 30 min- 
utes would be required for churning, 
the butter granulations were finer, 
therefore the buiter was of better 
quality, 

Inumediately after churning, ihe bui- 
termilk is run off, through a tin 
trough, to a tank opiside and is sold 
for bog feed at le per gallon. The wa- 
ter hose is turned on and the churn 
again set in motion for the purpose of 
washing, This done the water is run 
off and the salt, at the rate of 1 cunce 
to 1 lb. of butter, is sprinkled over the 
bytter, which receives the first work- 
ing in the churn, where it remains for 
about two hours aiter the churn is 
stopped, The buiter is then placedon 
the Mason revolving bytter table and 
is worked with two corrugated rollers, 
as long as the butter maker considers 
necessary. Tha butter is then packed 
in boxes, coated with paraffin wax and 
lined with parchment paper, and stor- 
ed in *he refrigerator to await ship- 
ment, 

The bytter now being manufactured 
is shipped for the British market and 
is carried from Sitratheona to the At- 
lantic in refrigerator cars and on ship- 
board, in cold storage, to England. 

This seasor the creamery opened up 
for business on the 25th May, The 
cream is gathered) from two rouies— 
one througk the Clover Bar settlement, 
the other through the Stutgeon and 
Poplar lake districts. The creamery 
at present could supply the require- 
ments of the country for a disiance of 
20 miles in any direction. There is a 
branch establishment at Beaver Hills, 
on the farm of Gus Doze, and managed 
by W, J. Irekand, who was sent here 
from Ontario, by ‘he department, 

At the present time there are but 
37 patrons furnishing cream to the 
Edmonton station from an estimated 
total of not over 150 cows. Mosi{ of 
the farmers use hand power separators 
at their own homes. This means : of 
handling the milkis becoming more 
general every day, owing to the well 
known facet that from‘ 30 to 50 per cent 
more butcer fai is takem from the milk 
than by the old deep-setting or pan 
method.. Any loss in calf feeding 
which might arise from the poverty of 
the ‘‘skim milk,” is counterbalanced by 
the “skim milk” being ready, while 
sweet and still warm, for the calf and 
butter fat can be replaced by oatmeal 
er flax. 

Every consignment of cream, from 
each patron, is measured when receiy- 
ed, in a 12 in. can, by a decimal rule. 
A sample is then taken tq be tested 
in the “Curtis oil eee do this a 

12 inch. glass tube 1-2 in. diameter 1s 
ck and corked, this is placed in a 
frame which holds 15 tubes, the frame 
is set in the testing churn made to ac- 
commodate 7 frames, the churn is then 
driven horizontally until the butter fat 
is driven to the top of the tube. The 
fat is messured by a decimal scale: 
from the result is calculated the quan- 
tity of Sutter the patrons’ cream will 
produce. One inch oi ‘butter fat in the 
test tube represenis 1 1b. of butter in 
the measuring can; from this the iotal 
butter for -he day, to be credited the 
patron ,is arrived at. ( 

The weekly output of bucter is about 
1420 lbs., which, cannot be considered 
satisfactory in view of the number af 
cows in the district.  . oa 


When the creamery was first start- 
ed in this locality the result was not 
encouraging to the farmers. The first 
year the government took hold, those 
supplying the cream’ were not satisfied 
with the butter maker. The state of

quick return and can procure for their 
butter the commodities of which they 
are in imzaediate need. The returns 
from the creamery on the other hand 
are not procurable for about six weeks 
after the delivery of the cream. It 
would not be difficult to overcome this 
inconvenience by a suitale arrange- 
meot for bi-weekly payments drawn 
against the siock on hand: That means 
should be adopted to encourage the 
patronage of this industry jis certain. 
Those farmers who are acquainted with 
the merits of the cream*ry probably 
represent a very small proportion of 
those in the district. In a community 
made up of peopie from every corner 
of the globe, whose habits, cusioms, 
language and experience differ so 
largely; it is too much iq expeci that 
they should arrive, by intuition, at an 
even.standard. It is only reasonable 
that a government which has taken 
steps to bring these people together 
should also take the initiative to edu- 
cate them to one common standard ad- 
vantageous to the advancement and 
prosperity of the district wherein they 
happen to be lpcated,

HOW TO KILL GOPHERS 

A circular recently issued by the de- 
partment of agriculture, Ottawa, iells 
how. to kill woodchucks with carbon 
bisylphide, There are no woodchucks 
in the Northwest; or if any not 
enough to become a pest, In some 
years, however, and in some districts 
the gopher is a far greater pest in the 
west than the woodichack is in the east. 
As the habits of the animals are sim- 
ilar it is more thon lkely, that the 
same methods of destruction which 
are successful with woodchucks 
would ‘be equally successful with 
gophers. Gophers are not troubling 
any where this year, and they, never 
trouble in the Edmonion district prop- 
er, but in some of the quilying settle- 
ments it might be well to clip the in- 
formation tor future reference, The 
circular says; \ : ' 

A series of experiments covering sev- 
eral seasons’ use of carbon bisulphide 
as a woodchuck exterminator has late- 
ly ‘been reported by the New Hamp- 
shire experimental station, the results 
of which are herewith summarized; 

So successful have ‘hese experiments 
been that the plan is strongly recom- 
mended for more general adoptign. 
Cne special advantage of carbon bisulp- 
hide is that its vapor is more than 
twice as heavy as air, so tin: & 
woodchueh burrow it will follow along 
the hole until it reaches the bottom, 
crowding the air above it to the top. 
As the animal is likely to be in the 
lower part of the burrow, it is almost 
certain to inhale the poisonous vapor 
and be killed, on 

(Lhe equipment necessary for this sori 
of woodchuck hunt consists of a bgttle 
of carhon bisulphide, 2 bundle of old 
cotton or cloth, a puil and a sipade; The 
pail is first iilled with dirt and _ set 
near the hole ready to turn in; then a 
piece of cloth is held between thumb 
and finger, saturated with about an 
owice of the liquid, and immediately 
thrown as far into the burrow as pos- 
sible. The pail of dirt is quickly 
thrown into the hole and the entrance 
caréfuily closed. If there is more than 
one entrance, all but one should be fill- 
ed in before the treatment, This meth- 
od not only kills the old woodchuck, 
but destroys in a humane manner the 
young in the burrow. It has top, the 
additional advantage that the animal 
is not only killed but is buried, and the 
hole is filled, so that cansiderable time 
is thus saved. A large pumiber of ex- 
periments have been made, and in only 
a very few. cases were the holes re- 
opened, and in each instance there was 
conclusive evidence that they had been 

from the outside »y woodchucks 
burrowing into them. f 

Precatitions to be abserved; It 
shoyld be distinctly understood by 
every one who uses carbon bisulphide 
for any purpose that it is highly vola- 
gile, ioflammable, and po:sonous, and 
it’ is also highly explosive. With any 
reasonable care in its use, however, out 
of dpors, no ill results can follow. Used 
us described above there is no necessity 
for one to inhale the vappr, and 
small quantity in a glass stoppered 
bottle may be safely stored away in a 
cool place.’ Of course it must be kept 
out of the reach of children, and away 
from fire of any kind. The >erson ap- 
plying it to woadchuck ‘holes should 
not be smoking while handling the 
liquid. For most peaple it is probably 
batier to buy of the local druggist than 
to store a large amount, It is not 
expensive in any case, and the ordin- 
ary commercial grade will do as well 
for this purpose as that which is chem- 
ically pure. d 
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FIRE IN S1IRATHCONA. 

About three o’clock on, Sunday morn- 
ing last fire was discovered in the 
stable behind Councillor McIntyre’s 
residence on Lumsden Avenue, 
The brigade and ci*‘izens generally 
turned out with commendable promp*- 
ress. Mrs. Dr. Hotsov was the first 
to discover the flames and, she hastened 
to arouse Mr. McIntyre who arrived 
on the scene just in time to save his 
cow from destruction. It was evident 
from the first that Mr, MclIntyre’s 
stable could roi be saved as the fire 
was well ucder way. So the efforts af 
the citizens and brigade were centered 
upon the work of saving Mr. W. Mc- 
Cully’s stable just sixteen feet to the 
northwest of the burning building. 
The bucket’ brigade did great work 
and also the chemical before the 
gasoline engine was got into action 
and all three departments come ir 1or 
credit for confining the destroying 
element to the one stable, The cause 
of the fire is supposed to have ‘been 
hot ashes in an adjoining backyard.

He left 
Smith on July 2nd, with Shot’s return 
transport, Shot had delivered freight 
at Fort Smith from the Landing by flat 
boat for Hislap & Nagle, W. Connor, 
Jos. Hursell and the Roman Catholic 
missions. i ' 

Fort Smith is at the portage of 
Great Slave river, From that paint 
there is uninterrupied steamboat navi- 
gation to the Arctic opean. The H. B, 
Co., Hislop & Nagle, W. Connor, and 
the Roman Catholic mission 
operate steamers there, Hislop & Nagy 
le’s steamer, the Eva, arrived from 
Resolution on Great Slave lake about 
June ist, and W. Connor’s steamer 
from Good Hope ou the Mackenzie at 
the Arctic Circie in the latter end of 
June. The H .B. steamer, Wrigley, 
had also arrived from Fort Simpson. 
These steamers would retura north 
with the supplies delivered by Shot at 
Fort Smith, On their next trip soyth 
they would bring up the winter’s trade 
of fur which had aot been gathered 
from the outposis when they left, The 
Roman Catholic mission steamer win- 
ters at Fort Smith ra. 

All reports indicate a good trade. 
There are no reports of disease or star- 
vation, ° 

A case of theft committed at Fort 
Resolution by Louis Trombley in March 
last, was dealt with by Mr. Hursell as 
J.P, Trombley was arrested at Reso- 
lution by Constable Pedley, who went 
down from Chipewyan, | He was 
brought up to Fort Smith, where ‘he 
was commitied for trial by Mr. Hurs- 
sell, and is being bropght out for trial 
by Corporal Field, 3 Sai 

J, M. Swiggert, trader, arrived at 
Smith at the same time as Shot. The 
Roman Catholic mission steamer, which 
plies between McMurray on the Atha- 
basca, and Fort Smith, had arrived, 

The traders at Fort Smith last win- 
ter were the H. B. Co., Colin Fraser, 
and Mr. Hursell. The weather was 
fine last winter and snow was nat. deep. 
The wood buffalo which range west of 
Smith are not being molesied by the 
Indians, but are not increasing owing 
to the young being destroyed by wolves 
which follow the bands. There is a 
sinall half-breed settlemeat at Smith 
where potatoes are grown successfully 
every year, The people live by fish- 
ing, hunting, trappiag and working on 
the portage for traders. There is some 
fine timber iu the yicinity suitable for 
sawing into lumber. Salt river, where 
the salt for the use of the Mackenzie 
Tiver district is taken from the surface 
of the ground, is a short distance north 
and west of Smith. 


John Kelly, of Edmonton, was at 
Smith on his way down to take charge 
of Hislop & Nagle’s boats as construc- 
tor and engineer, Messrs. Dewar and 
Elliott, formerly of Edmonton, came 
up with Mr. Connor to Fort Smith on 
his steamer, :
